Not Jerry, nor Cherry, but simple down to earth Dutch Gerry or rather 
"Gerrit" (I dare you to pronounce this correctly, you good old Tommies 
and Scotties!) was born in Wierden, in the province of Overijssel, on 
the 16th of December 1947.

kicking legs, and in turns playing at inside left or at inside right. 
This youngster was quick to draw the attention of the State selectors 


and at 15 he made his first appearance for Victoria against N.S.W. in

the under 16 side, playing in his usual position at inside left. 
Promotion to-the seniors followed only one year later, where Gerry 
became a regular with our reserves. During that same year, he 
was still going to get his chance as inside right with the first 
team against old rivals Slavia. Always a keen player, Gerry also 
participated in the under 23 competition on Sundays. It was dur- 
ing one of those games, that he badly knocked his head ina collis— 
ion, ‘and only semi conscious ‘had to be rushed to hospital. Strange- 
ly enough this sad accident brought Wilhelmina an easy goal, as the 
ball rolled unhindered over the line. But this was to be a very: 
costly goal for Gerry, who was out of the game for more than 3 
months. ‘Suffering from the after effects of this brain shock it” 
naturally put him back. But not for long. For after Ringwood 
City Wilhelmina got relegated to the first division, Gerry again 
became a regular first team player, and he helped to make it poss-— 
ible for Wilhelmina to regain State League status, showing an 
ageressive style: of play, which brought immediate results. No 
matter whether he operated on the wing or in the centre our ‘boy 
scored a hat full of goals, 15 to be exact, and at the end of the 
season he was only surpassed by Steve Atkins, who made 19 goals. 
In last years best and fairest player competition Gerry took 
third placing, behind the winner, Huubke Vleugels and his runner 
up, Bobby Wyatt. Also not a bad showing for a 19 year old lad. 
And although the going in the State League this year is so much 
heavier, Gerry, after a short relapse, during which he again
